treal., The water is brought in an open canal. live
malea long, from above the rapids to tho «ite of 1ho
existing pumping apparatos. This canal s thirty
feet wide aud eight deep, and injwinter time was 8o
thckly frozen that nothing bot inecs<ant viglinnce
prevented it from oecoming soadiled to §td vory
bottom.
